Liberty from Seattle. The Harriett 
B.*s sign said TO MD US, then the 
Angeles of Seattle said WRITE 
TODAY and the Nortemer of Seat­ 
tle TELL YOUR CONGRESSMAN. 
The Cherokee of Eureka said 
CANT COMPETE WITH FOREIGN 
LABOR and the Akutan of Seattle 
echoed WE NEED DUTY ON IM­ 
PORTS. ’The banner which was to 
sail last in the parade said WE 
FAVOR A JUST PEACE TREATY. 
There were many other banners 
which we did not get close enough 
to inspect and it was difficult to 
read them in the grey, foggy light. 
But as we zig-zagged around the 
fleet, we saw many Marin boats.

The public Information office did 
not Indicate how many men It meant 
by "large numbers” of Causcasiani.

WASHINGTON m —An easing of 
goTemment credit curbs on houses 
selling less than $13,000 was signed 
into law'over the weekend by Presi­ 
dent Truman. 


The new law allows 25 years to 
pay oil the balance on housing sell­ 
ing for up to $12,000. Under the pld 
regulation the maximum maturity 
was 20 years lor housing priced at 
more than $7,000 except for hard­ 
ship cases imder GI loans. 
A spokesman for the Housing and

The start of coast to coast net­ 
work television at the Japanese 
Peace Conference in San Francisco 
marked the entrance of the first 
new political tool since Franklin 
Roosevelt first exploited the radio 
in 1932. 
And the new medium is one Iri 
which California’s Governor Ear 
Warren is expected to fare well. But 
some other candidates may well re­ 
gard it as a monster. 
Warren fully realizes the import­ 
ance of the new medium. He was 
sold on 4ts political value during his 
campaign for his third term last 
fall when the medium proved its 
effectiveness in the Los Angeles area. 
As a result he kept on appearing 
on the video screens, making about 
two telecasts a month from Los-An­ 
geles and San Francisco. 
Thus Warren has had perhaps'more 
television practice than other poten­ 
tial candidates and finds it a com­ 
fortable medium—he finds himself 
at home in the informal atmosphere 
of such broadcasts. 
And it seems to*be virtually im­ 
possible to take a poor picture of 
the governor who seems to radiate 
honesty, competent^ and determina­ 
tion from the screen. 
Finally, he and his advisors have 
gained important know-how about 
television production. His broadcasts 
are filled with maps, charts ai)d 
other aids designed to give the iele- 
vlsion viewer something more to 
look at than the man'himself.

Eastern Quake Blamed 
On Ancient jce Cap 
NEW YORK (U.R)—An earthquake 
that shook parts of New York, New 
Jersey and Connecticut and caused 
more conversation .than damage was 
blamed today on an ice^cap that 
melted 5,000 years ago. 
Columbia University’s seismograph 
recorded the 140-mile-long temblor 
at 5:26 p. m. EOT yesterday. One 
minute later the Weston, Mass., ob- 
servator recorded a “comparatively 
strong” earthquake. 
Father Joseph Lynch, head of 
Fordham ^University’s seismograph 
laboratory in New York, said the 
subterranean disturbance originated 
in Connecticut. He called it a “re­ 
settlement quake.” 
Lynch said a massive Ice 
cap 
which had settled on an area from 
New England southward to Long 
Island pushed down the earth’s sur­ 
face. It melted 5,000 years ago but 
the depressed • crust only recently 
has begun to recover.

Jamaica Readies For

Emergency 
Treatment 
For Famting

Neariy everybody is familiar with 
what Is ordinarily called fainting. 
This temporary loss of conscious- 
pness is due to a lack of circulation 
of blood to the brain, a condition 
which may be brought about under 
various circumstances and by a 
number of different disorders. These 
include fatigue, prolonged standing, 
severe pain, recent surgical opera­ 
tion, emotional disturbance, severe 
infection, 
high 
blood 
pressure, 
heart trouble and getting up after 
a long period of bed rest. 
Fainting may occur suddenly but. 
when it follows some physical in­ 
jury, there are usually 
warning 
signs. The person may feel giddy, 
squeamish, and begin to sweat. The 
puTse rate is usually rapid. If un­ 
relieved at this stage, the blood 
pressure falls 
and 
true fainting 
occurs, 
- 
True fainting is accompanied by 
^leness, sweating, a thin, 
rapid 
pulse, loss of consélousness, and a 
fall in blood pressure. If the con­ 
dition persists for more than a 
few minutes convulsions may occur. 
In the warning stage, when the 
patient has mild symptoms of faint­ 
ness lowering the patient’s head 
between his knees for a minute or 
two, so that the circulation to the 
brain may be increased, may suf­ 
fice as treatment. 
If the patient has lost conscious­ 
ness, he should be put to bed, usu­ 
ally with the feet elevated.

If consciousness is not regained 
promptly, certain stimulants may 
be necessary, but should ,only be 
used under the direction of a phy 
slcian. The inhalation of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia or cold water 
on the face may be of help. 
Once the patient has regained 
consciousness, 
he should remain 
lying down for at least ten to thirty 
minutes and then should get up 
gradually.

Artificial respiration should not 
be used unless there is evidence of 
difficulty In breathing 
during 
fainting attack. 
Of course, 
»hesc 
are all only 
emergency measures. They will re­ 
lieve the immediate attack but will 
do nothing to get at Its cause. This 
must be sought by a thorough ex­ 
amination, in which consideration 
is given to such possibilities as brain 
tumor, hemorrhage into the brain, 
meningitis, high 
blood 
pressure, 
and the presence of heart ailments.

It doesn't sccin to do much good to preach 
about children playing with matches the 
usual reiull being blackened Marin hillside 
or a ruined home.

Tehran. In the long view, more­ 
over, even breakdown of the Ko­ 
rean truce talks is'quite likely to 
prove less grave than breakdown 
of the oil talks between the British 
and Iranians. 
The British government is re­ 
ported to hope that W. Avcrill Har-^ 
riman may still manage to patch 
up some sort of solution of the oil 
problem. The American policy­ 
makers’ feelings about Harrlman 
are the feelings of a busted horse- 
player about an extreme long shot 
that may Just possibly save the day 
by beating the favorite in the 
eighth race. But' since miracles 
cannot be relied on to occur with 
any regularity, the coarse facts of 
the Iranian situation had better be 
faced. 
FIRST, IF THE government of 
Dr. Mohammed Mossadegh cannot 
be persuaded to accept a sensible 
oil settlement, the next step will 
probably be an effort to make a 
more rational government in Teh­ 
ran. Delay, seli-delusion and other 
lollies have caused the position in 
Tehran to deteriorate so. much that 
this effort must now be made 
under the worst imaginable aus­ 
pices. The British can no longer 
usefully participate. Thus the 
whole onus of what will necessarily 
seem a rather crude intervention 
in Iranian politics will have to be 
home by the Americans. There will 
be serious disorders, perhaps blood­ 
shed. And the effort may well fall. 
Second, if it proves impossible 
to get an oil settlement by replac­ 
ing Dr. Mossadegh, the British de­ 
cision to move troops .to occupy 
Abadan Island (the site of the vital 
oil refinery) will come into- opera­ 
tion. One of these reporters pre­ 
dicted long since that the British 
would be forced to this decision, If 
only as an object lesson to the 
Eg3rptlans and others who are long­ 
ing to imitate the Iranian experi­ 
ments with twisting the Mon’s cail. 
In the lull secured by Averill Har- 
riman’s efforts, it leaked out in 
London that the decision to move 
troops if need be had actually been 
taken by Prime Minister Attlee and 
Winston ChurchiU in bi-partisan 
consultation. 
THIRD, IF THE British move 
their parachute brigade from Cy­ 
prus to Abadan, there will certain­ 
ly be hard fighting, at least for a 
while, although the fact that Aba­ 
dan is an island should prevent 
a recurrence of the Koitan pat­ 
tern.Fourth, the Soviets are quite 
likely to take a British troop move­ 
ment into south Iran as a pretext 


for sending Russian troops into 
north Irsn under the vague clauses 
of the 1921 treaty. Or if the Sovletj 
hold their hands, the Iranian na­ 
tionalists are* even more likely to 
be replaced at Tehran by the Com­ 
munist Tudeh party-for the shaky 
existing stpicture of the Iranian 
government can hardly hold to­ 
gether after the shock of a British 
landing in the south. Meanwhile, 
the rest of the Middle East will he 
plunged into sympathetfc convul­ 
sions. 
FIFTH, AND FINALLY, whether 
we Mke it or not, America is going 
to have to stick by Britain in this 
hideous baslness In the UJÍ. and 
elsewhere. American strategic- 
political interests In the Middle 
East are quite as important as 
British economic interests. In short, 
we are in the mess too, up to our 
necks. 
Under the circumstances, prayers 
for Avcrell Harrlman’s success 
seem to be in order. So are bou­ 
quets for what he has accomplish­ 
ed already, for it must be under­ 
stood that when the Harrlman mis­ 
sion to Iran was first despairingly 
proposed by Assistant Secretary of 
State George McGhee, the posi­ 
tion seemed even more hopeless 
than it does today. Most of the 
American policy makers actually 
opposed the project at that time, 
on the ground, so to speak, that 
there was no use throwing a good 
Harriman alter a bad diplomacy. 
FOE YEARS THE BRITISH had 
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done everything possible to produce W Q H fS N Q IU FQ11S fS 
an Iranian crisis. Then when the »

crisis began with the assassination tlllp lO y C d B y ^ lllC S 
of Oen. Razmara, we on the one 
hand did everything possible to 
make the British neurotic and Ir­ 
ritable, from Indulging in “I told 
you so" to talking behind their 
backs. And on the other hand, we 
also did everything possible to 
make the Iranian irrational and 
Intractable, from giving the im­ 
pression that we would prevent the 
British from .sending troops, to be-' 
seeching Dr. Mossadegh to accept 
American economic aid as a great 
favor to us. 
In the resulting circumstances, 
it was no wonder that Harriman 
was checked, as he now has been, 
In his effort to bring the British 
and Iranians together. The wonder 
is, rather, that he managed to 
achieve even a short Interlude of 
reasonable discussion of the oil 
problem. It was a little short of 
miraculous for Harriman to ac­ 
complish anything at aO. Perhaps, 
therefore, we may hope that he 
will now accomplish the larger 
miracle of finding a way to avoid 
the chain of consequences outlined 
above.

Women Must Be Making 
Last Year's Old Wrap Do

WASHINGTON m — An Iowa 
cemetery refused burial last week 
to a soldier, killed in Korea, be­ 
cause he was not a member of the 
Caucasian race. He was an Amer­ 
ican Indian. 
It’s easier to explain the race 
from which the American Indians 
sprang than to answer what might 
seem a much simpler question: 
Who’s an Indian? 
Anthropologists agree Indians 
are of the Mongoloid race, which 
Includes Chinese and Japanese, 
and that they came into North 
America from Siberia within the 
last 20,0(X) years. 
Some Indians, like the Navajos 
and Apaches, are believed to havk 
come here along the same route, 
over the Siberian straits and down 
through Alaska, as recently as 900 
years ago. 
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BUT THERE IS NO general 
agreement on who is an Indian. 
Congress tackled the question sev­ 
eral years ago and was supposed 
to. give a final answer. It never 
did.Even government agencies—like 
the census bureau, which gathers 
figures on population, and the In­ 
terior Department’s Bureau of In­ 
dian Affairs (BIA), which handles 
Indian problems for the govern­ 
ment—don’t have the same defini­ 
tions. 
But isn’t there some general 
agreement on who's an Indian, 
based on the amount of Indian 
blood in a man? For example: Is a 
man an Indian if he has one-htlf. 
one-quarter, or one-eighth Indian 
blood? No. 
Indian tribes themselves don't 
agree on that, for one tribe may 
accept as a member a man with 
one-half Indian blood, another if 
It's one-quarter, another if it’s 
one-eighth. 
THE CENSUS BUREAU lists as 
an Indian anyone who says he is, 
provided he’s accepted as an In­ 
dian in his community. But the 
BIA doesn’t have a definition 
which designates a man an Indian 
according to blood alone. 
Generally, the BIA judges a man 
to be an Indian if he has one- 
quarter or more Indian blood and 
-^If he also has an interest to 
property held in trust by the fed­ 
eral government. 
There are about 150 Indian res­ 
ervations in this country, owned by 
the tribes which occupy them, but 
held in trust for them by the gov­ 
ernment. The govemment assumes 
reiqxmslbility* for the Indians con­ 
nected with the reservations. 
The responsibility Is carried out 
by BIA by providing education, 
medical care, welfare, and advice 
on tribal problems, like famtlng. 
The BM spends about 110,000,000 
a year on this. 
And that’s where its definition 
OQines in—• man is an Indian if

he has one-quarter or more blood 
and if he has an interest in land 
held in trust by the government. 
IF HE FITS THAT definition, 
he’s entitled to benefits from BIA. 
If he doesn’t fit it, he’s ijot en­ 
titled to them. For example: 
A man with 50 per cent Indian 
blood, and a member of a tribe 
occupying a reservation, works in 
a Detroit auto factory. For some 
reason he has no interest in any 
land owned by the tribe, and held 
In trust by the government, or any 
profit derived from that land. 
So far as BIA is concerned, since 
it has no responsibiMty for him, 
he is lot an Indian.

Some fear that too many 
of the gals are going to make last 
winter’s old wrap do, or maybe 
they or their menfolk Just don’t 
have as much money this year. 
SOME STORE OFFICIALS think 
that cold weather will change all 
this. And some report sales better 
last week than earlier in the 
month. One Chicago department 
store that had slow business earlier 
reported a good pick-up last week 
—after it switched its advertising 
from emphasis on fashion to the 
matter of price savings to be had 
on some speciaMy purchased minks. 
The drop in sales volume in most 
stores seems to extend right down 
the list of furs, and not Just the 
highest priced. 
A few dealers even question 
whether the traditional August fur 
sale is as good a thing for the trade 
as it’s cracked up to be. Could it be 


making customers a little cynical,'’ 
they ask. 
The drop in- sales this year,- 
others stress'. Is in comparison with 
last year's booming totals. Many 
women seem to have got scared 
last August lest a world war make 
furs scarce and dear. So they wrap­ 
ped up a mink stole along with the 
sugar, nylons apd sheets, and put 
them all away against the evil day. 
Last August, sales topped the year 
before' by about one-fourth, the 
trade reports, 
BUT EVEN THE worsening rela­ 
tions with Russia, land of fur, has 
not brought about any critical 
shortages yet, trade sources sty, 
although some dealers profess 
themselves worried.

This year’s bad showing is laid 
to other reasons, too. Tlils August 
was pretty hot and humid for 
traipsing dowm to a store and 
smothering the body in pelts. (Ed. 
Note: not in the Bay area, it 
wasn’t.) 
Also, prices are up this year, 
some as much as 20 per cent over 
last year. Some women say they 
couldn’t see the bargain In a mink

SACRAMENTO ÍU.R)—The Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol has asked 
all motorists to acquaint themselves 
with the new school bus law which 
becomes effective Sept. 32. 
The new law, passed by the re 
cent session of the Legislature, re 
quires all school buses to^be equip­ 
ped with a flashing red signal which 
will be used when the bus is load 
ing or unloading children who^must 
cro^ a road or street. 
All motorists, from both lanes of 
traffic, must stop and remain 
stopped'whenever the red signal is 
flashing. The only exception is on 
divided highway when motorist 
traveling in the opposite roadway 
need not halt. 
The old law required motorists to 
come to a halt for a stopped school 
bus and then proceed at a speed of 
not more than 10 mifes an hour.

SACRAMENTO (U.R) — MotOrisU 
who drive slower than the normal 
flow of traffic and fail to keep to 
the right edge of the street or road 
often inadvertently are the cause 
of traffic accidents, the highway 
patrol said today. 
* ‘The vehicle code is specific,” the 
patrol said. “It states that any 
vehicle proceeding at less than the 
normal speed of traffic shall be 
driven in the right-hand lane or as 
dose as practicable to the right- 
hand edge or curb.”
